Consumption charge of $1.61
per 1,000 gallons of usage above the standard meter minimum during
seven winter months. Consumption charge of $1.61 per thousand
gallons used up to the 7,000 gallon usage during the five summer
months and, once the 7,000 gallon consumption is surpassed during the
five summer months, the charge, per 1,000 gallons of usage would be
$2.10. This would compare against a flat rate that would generate
the same kinds of revenue of $1.81 per thousand gallons of use. There
is also a provision that deals with other utility customers, that is,
a customer category that basically includes water control improvement

t ; districts, some municipalities, and municipal utility districts. To
^"^ have those entitles emulate the inside city customers as far as the

triggering mechanism to go into the higher rate, we have developed a
computation that would multiply the number of in-use customers that
that district has, times 7,000 gallons to compute a triggering for the
higher rate. This would also be accompanied by a $1,00 per internal
customer charge for those entitles."
